Allows Hostess Coupons 


It may be for Mother or Aunt 
Matilda, or second cousin Elizabeth 
or the friend of a friend, that the 
serviceman on 48, 72, or 96 hours 
leave collects his special ration. 
card before leaving the post, But 
this special ration form, presented 


is the wartime visitor’s card. 

It means that when a hostess has 
served nine meals she can ex- 
change her ration documents at 
the local ration board for one coup- 
on for sugar, tea or coffee or pre- 
serves, for two coupons for .butter 
or four coupons for meat, 

Nine might be called the code 
number, for not until she has 
served. nine extra meals or mul- 
tiples of nine, such as 18 and 27 is 
she able to exchange documents 
for coupons. 

But this means that a serviceman 
on leave needn’t cause a subdivi- 
sion in the family’s ration allow- 
ances these days.

Greatest Threat to 


Beef Production 

The health of. beef cattle depends 
first upon the selection of strong, 
healthy breeding stock; second, the 

proper feeding with a better under- 
| standing of nutritional require- 
ments, particularly as to minerals 
and vitamins in a balanced diet. 
Fat-producing feeds are not neces- 
sarily sufficient to produce a 
healthy state unless judicially sup- 
plemented by these essential aids. 
Third, proper sanitation and hy- 
giene throughout the life of: the 
animal, Fourth, the prevention of 
all contagious or infectious diseases 
which will respond to timely vac- 
cination. 

Owners should be vigilant at all 
| times to recdgnize any-disease con- 
| ditions that might suddenly or, gra- 
dually enter the herd, so that 
| prompt measures can be taken to 

check the spread of these diseases, 
thus protecting the remainder of

They’ should ‘be of in- 
terest, first, because of the great 
number of then whose army ex- 
perience has brought to light their 
need for medical and particularly 
psychiatric help. This fact may be 
vividly portrayed by these figures: 
an average of.8 to 10 per cent of 
men examined for military service 
are rejected for psychiatric reasons 
and early 30 per cent of the dis- 
charges from the army are for 
psychiatric reasons. In. contrast, 
only 2 per cent of the medical pro- 
fession are psychiatrists. The social 
implication of these figures is en- 
ormous, but their importance to the ©’ 
medical profession is even greater. 

“Every internist is awore of the 
fact that even in normal circum- 
stances in our prewar practice be- 
tween 40 and 60 per cent of the 
patients seeking medical help pre- 
sent only functional disturbances.” 

The colonel points out that, de- 
spite the lack of trained psychiat- 
rists and the lack of facilities, the 
caliber of neuro-psychiatry prac 
ticed in the army is surprisingly 
good,
